Pane, Acgust 10, 1858. 

By birth Rosa Bonheur belongs to France— 
by the rights of genious, to the world. 

She is the most distinguished female painter 
living or dead. No other has won so wide a 
fame—no other but a reputation on so broad 
and frm a basis. Wherever Art is known and 
talked of, Kosa Bonheur is kaown and talked of. 
In Praves, Be gland, America, Germany and the 
smaller kingdoms of Europe, the name of Rosa 
Bonheur is a household word.
